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The Famous Fight In Wlilot Only 
the Reforeo Was Hit 

There are few peoi>lc In I’eiinsyl* 
vuiiiu who have nut henrd of ?Iiij. 
Sanford Ixgau. lie Ip faim**! 
thri'nghout tln‘ Keystone state. Ilj^ 
is si.xtj years old, short, heavy-set, 
with a full faee, tlorid eomplexioii, 
snow-white hair and heavy white 
mustuehe. Ho was in New York 
two ilays I'ls'i'iitly. He ilrup|s‘d in 
to the HolTiiiaii house one afternoon 
uml, while sittiii;; at a talile in the 
eafe nursing a bottle of whisky, tohl 
the story of a fatuous I’eiiiisvlvania 
duel: 

“I got this story from my gr.and 
father," he said, “who was a mat 
jiretty inneh like a llil.'h‘ out in 
I’emisylvania; everylHsly swore by 
him. Th(' duel was fought in ISl.'j. 
It was in that part of I’eiinsylvaiiia 
whieh is MOW ocenpiisl by parts of 
Clearlield and .letTerson counties, 
within twi'iity miles of I’uiixsnlaw- 
ney. Tho jitirticipanls wero Wash 
I’anlkiier, Isaui- Kineh and iny 
grandfather. The tlir*s> men owinsl 
pretty inueh all the laml ii|sin the 
nioiintains in that vi-'inity. They 
livisl within a mile of eaeh other, in 
log eabins set in the eenter of a 
cleiiring. I•’aull;ner w;;.-. -liorl. serag- 
gy, iind had a lon<r bi-c.ril. His left 
leg was shorter tliun his right, and 
hi* w'.ilked with a ill eiileil limp. It 
•.vas on aeeonnt of this ilefonnity 
that he was ealhsl ‘l.impy Foteh.' 
For short lie was known as' ‘Limj).’ 
Ho was tho best wikkI i-hopj)er in 
I’ennsylvania. 

“Kineh was a long, lanlty man, 
with sloping shoulders and a loose, 
awk\.'.-.ril gait. He was aUvaysehew- 
ing tobaeeo, and it was for that rea- 
son that he was ealleil ‘(’ml Kim-li.' 
The cabins of Kineh nnil l‘'iuilkner 
wei'i' not over a quarter of a mile 
apart. The two men ami my grand- 
father were together alsiut all the 
lime. They would ehoi) i-ai h other's 
wiMsI. |ml out each otlnT s jsitatiM's, 
cle.ir ct’.ch other's laml and kill caeh 
other s hogs. Kineh hod r. big hog 
that was fame.'l far and wide from 
the mountains elear down into the 
Tnekuhiv valley in the Juniata. 
Kineh was very i>roud of lh.> hog 
and never fiiihsl when tho opjsir- 
tunity olTered to tell wonderful 
stories alKuit it. Ho allowed it to 
roam as it pleiisedalsmt Ids elearing. 

“In ISlIl Faulkner moved hi.s |mi- 
tato pateh fivin tho eloaring near 
his shanty up to a elearing whieh 
tho three men h-.wl made half way bo- 
tween Kim li'sslianly and k'nidkiier's 
eabin. Just alnuit tlie lime the |h>- 
latiH-s wer.> eoming neouml in gisnl 
shape Kineh turned his big hog. out. 
The hog wandere.l down toward the 
|s»talo i«deh, and wh -n Faulkner 
got around on his way to my grand- 
father's eabin he found about a tbirH 
of tie,' potato p.ktcli riKiled up as if 
by a plow. He was at a loss lo 
know how it had been done. He 
Went straigdii hnek to Id:; eabin and 
got bis dogs and tisik them with 
him lo the jsitato pateh. In less 
than live minutes the hoimds laid 
cornered Kinch's big hog. Faiill;n<‘r 
was mad elear through and he hissed 
the hounds on the liojj. nnd'in les.s 
time tlmn It takes to tell it Kinch's 
big pig was (Icild. 

“Faulkner then went to Kineh's 
eabin and told him ulsiut his potato 
patch being rooted up. lie didn't 
say anything ulKuit the hog lieing 
dead. He thought he would let 
Kineh find that out for himself. My 
grandfather happened in while the 
two men wero talking alwiut the up- 
rooted |X)tat(H'S and the three went 
down to tho |X)tuio patch. Kineh 
stumbled across his dead pig the 
first thing. He accused Faulknerof 
having killed it. 

“ ‘Of course I hud It killiHl,' said 
Faulkner. ‘It came down and riKited 
up my potato patch, and any hog 
that will do that ouglit to die.’ 

“ ‘If it was a common hog like one 
of ytmra It ought to have been glad 
to live,' replied Kineh. ‘You killed 
that hog out of jealousy.’ 

“One word led to another, and 
soon tlie two men were on the point 
of coining to blows. My grand- 
father Intjrfored and suggested that 
they settle the matter in a reason- 
able way. After some discussion 
Kineh said that tho only way to set- 
tle the thing would be for Faulkner 
to get him a hog as big ns the one 
that had b-ieii killed. Faulkner said 
ho would do nothing of tho kind be- 
cause the hog was a trespasser and 
deserved to die. Kineh replied that 
tho (xituto patch was on his land 
and not Faulkner’s. Faulkner said 
that Kineh was a liar. Finally tho 
two men agreed to settle it In this 
unique way: 

“They- were to fight a duel until 
one or the qUier was killed, the sur- 
vivor to hwi not only the l^nd of 
tho other but tlid potato patdh and 
the dead hog.' It was agreed that it 
we^d be an unfair advvntagc for 
Kineh to take to fight a, duel. with 
I'kiulkner in cleared ground. Faulk- 
ner was a good wood chopper, 
but Kineh was tho best shot in the 
country, so they dceidcil to go up to 
a clump of woods known ns Cut 
Rock, one man to get at one edge 
a( the wcxids and the other man at 



the other. Then they wore to l.unt 
eaeh oilier in the wikkIs, ami tho 
man v.hn finiml the other was to 
shi>ot him rleail. In order that there 
might be fair play tliey selected iny 
gramlfathei to Im referee. In the 
center of tile cluiii]) of wimmIs was a 
big oak tris', liulf dead. They stipu- , 
that tiie referee wa.s to get np 
‘fc this tree and to stay thereuntil 
three shots were fired in quick suc- 
eessioii and wero neconipimied by a 

“The three men went np to the 
wiHids. Kineh and Faulkner had 
lung iilil'fa:,hioned. rifies; my granil- 
fatlier liail no gun at all. Kineh got 
at one edge of the clump of wikkIs 
uml I'aulkner got at theotlmr. My 
gnimlfiilhcr cliinlH'd uji in the big 
ti't'c. It was till'll uIxMit two o’clock 
In the aftenioim. For three hours 
my granilfather sal in that tree. 
The him was sinking in the west and 
the sliailuws were begiiming to 
lengthi-n through the trio.s, anil 
still my grandfalher heard nothing 
of the two duellists. He waited 
alMiut a half hour longer, and then, 
after yelling hiiii.self hoarse and get- 
ting no answer from either of the 
men, he I'limbed down to the ground 
nml started for tho islge of the 
wiuhIs. After he had guiie aliout a 
huiiilreil feet if iK'i'iirred to him that 
line of tho men ini,!'lit see liiia prowl- 
ing ai'uut the wixvln and r.iiglit mis- 
take lilm fur the other dm llist. The 
thiiug'ht I r.u.seil my gTe.adfather to 
sliqi iM'siile the big tri'o uml think 
what he liud lietter do. As he wu'i 
tlii'ikiiig, he wandered away from 
the tree and Silt down on a log. He 
stretclied full h'ligth on the ground I 
a fev.' minutes Inter, leaving only his | 
riglit arm cx|M).sed. la less than 
two minutes there wa< a ri'ix:rt of 
a gun, and niy graiuiiuther's right 
arm fell lu'lple.ss. lie riilhsl over 
uml y.'lli'd. 

“Fiiulkiier eame raniiing up, and 
when he saw hh; mistake he, tisi, lie- 
gan to yell. Huth iiu'ii now feared 
that Kineh would eonie prov.liiig 
alKiiit and slnxit them both, so tliey 
sat liov.ii side Iiy side im the log and 
iH'gan to liowl as loml an they could. 
Ill ulKiiit ten niinutes Kineh came ' 
np. They agreisl to isistixine the 
seltlenii'iit of the tnuiUe until they 
ciiuld take care of my gniiidfatlier. 
They ‘.iHik liini to Kiaeli's .shaaty and 
dr.'ssi'd his arm ns b 'st tliny could. 
It was alxiiit seven wm'ks ix'forc niy 
grandfiither hud really rcK'ovmsl. 
,M the end of that time Kineh and 
Faulkacr told him that tliey had 
agreed that since lie was tho only 
one who laid suffered liy tin* duel he 
\-.•a •1 entitled to the |Mitato p.iteh 
and the careass of the hog. They 
said that they would each hold on to 
their own land, bix'ausc tliey could 
not give it iqi nei'ording lo tlie terms 
of the orrgiiial ugreeinent unless 
they died. 

“.\nolher outcome of the duel was 
that the three men entered iiito an 
agri'i'iiieiit whereby the land owiusl 
by one should go to tho others, share 
I and share alike, if the owner of tho 
land sliiuild die or should marry. My 
graiuliutlier was the first to break 
away. He was iiiurried and Ills laud 
went to Kiiicli and Faulkner. I 
don't know whether Kineh and 
Faulkner Imth cHch] or both got mar- 
ried; but, at any rate, when I was a 
young iiuiii the land was ownetl by 
other |H‘opIe. Thu laud that was 
once t'onsideriHl less valuable than 
tho eareass of a hog has siiieo turiuHl 
out hundreds of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of the best bitimiiiinus eoiil on 
thi'fat'eof the earth."— N. Y. Sun. 

A Cholera Oiecovory. 

Prof. Rudolf Emmerich, of Munich, 
Is said to have made tho dftcovery 
that Asiatic cholera is a nitric acid 
poisoning prixlueed by the Koch 
bacillus. Experiments made on 
guinea pigs and rabbits showed that 
nitric iieid poisoning prixlueed tho 
suiiic symptoms as those of cholera 
prixlueed by inoculation. Prof. 
Eninierich also points out that per- 
sons sulTering from cholera show 
symptoms identical with those of 
nitric ockl poisoning. It is half 
way toward a “euro" to discover tho 
cause of a disease, but it may be 
doubted whether there Is a “discov- 
ery" In Ihis^ 

An English Industry. 

Tho industry of making gun and 
tinder-box flints still flourishes at 
nrandoii, in England. In Spain and 
Italy tho tinder box still holds its 
own against matches, in very rural 
districts. Travelers in uncivilized 
regions, too, find flint and steel 
more trustworthy than mutches, or 
at least a most valuable reserve. 
Gun flints go mostly to tho wild 
parts of Africa, where the Hint 
muskets, displaced from civilized 
countries by modern rifles, are liv- 
ing out a hearty old ago.

Very few people at a distance, in 
.thinking of Western Texas, under- 
stand that nearly the whole of it is at 
present fenced up in mammoth p.is- 
tures, yet such 'is the case. Many 
of them are largerthan ordinary coun- 
ties, and some ol them embrace large 
parts ol three or four counties. 

Just West of Belchersvillc, Texas, 
comes the Silverstein, the Ikeard and 
the Worsham pastures. Tliis latter 
contains 50,000 acres and has one line 
of fence twenty-three miles long. Pas- 
tures about this size continue in al- 
most unbroken succession until we 
reach Armstrong county. There we 
find what is known as the Good- 
night ranch, the southern boundary 
of which is a little string of fence 
eighty-three miles long. Charley 
Goodnight, as the owner, is faiiiilliar- 
ly known, is considered one of tl. 
richest men in the Panhandle, but I 
really feel soiry for his boys II he ev- 
er sends them out on a hot summer 
afternoon to stop the hog* holes in 
that line of fence. It is hardly likely 
that this is the case, however, as all 
fences in that country are built to turn 
cattle and without reference to hogs. 
There is a little railway station called 
Goodnight, which consists of the 
Goodnight residence and the 
deiiot. Mr. Goodnight llveshi almost

An Kii- ' 
glish .syndicate agree! to put up. ; 
and in payiiii-nt therefor they receiv- j 
ed 5 , 000,000 acres of jniblic lands. ; 
Does the rea.Ier realize how big ' 
5 , 000,000 .acres ofland is? Imagine a 
slice of land twenty-four miles wide! 
and across the state of Missouri at its 
northern border. Such a .strip would | 
include the whole northern tier of, 
counties and would be larger than : 
several .states of tlie union. | 

This would be about the extent of ; 
the Capital .syndicate’s pasture. Few I 
people have any idea that there is 1 
such a thing as a .single pasture, in I 
one body and within one fence, larger I 
than .some of the states in the union, I 
yet such is the case.

At this time a traveling preacher , 
named Bowman — a strong muscular 
man — was conducting some services 
in Kentucky. At one of his meetings ' 
a well known desperate character ere- ; 
ated a disturbance, and being public- | 
liy rebuked by Bowman, sent him a ’ 
challenge to fight a duel. | 

Bowman, as the challengeil party, ! 
had the ehoiee of weapons. He se- - 
lecte-l a half-bushel ol Irisli pot:itocs , 
as big as Ins fi.st for each man, and 
stipulated that his opponent must 
stand fifteen paces distant, and that 
only one potato at a time should be 
taken from the measure. 

The desperado was furious at being 
thus freshly insulted, and made an 
indignant protest, but Bowman insist- 
ed that he was the challenged man, 
and had a right to choose his own 
weapons, and threateneii to denounce 
the de.s]ierado as a coward if he failed 
to come to time. As there was no 
way out of the fix but to fight, the 
desperado conseiitcil. 

The fight took place on the out- 
skirts of the town.

pose the spirit of tlie petition or else | 
have not been approached upon the j 
subject. It is but fair to remark that 1 
three-fourths of the tax-payers and ! 



parlies representing three-fourths of 
I tlie wealth of the town favor the prop- 
' osition. One member has resigned, 

I leaving the Board two and two on the 
' measure. If a Kboolraan is chovea 
to fill the vacancy, the contract with 
Dr. Alexander will no doubt be sign- 
ed at once. But if some one opposed 
should be chosen to act until the next 
election of Trustees, it has been pre- 
dicted that the determination of the 
matter will be deferred until after 
such election. This would he very 
unfortunate. Not but the people will 
elect a Board favorable to the spirit 
of the petition referred to, but there 
is no good sense in holding the matter 
open so long. Let the contract be 
made and thus prevent the interest of 
the school and the town being longer 
endangered. 

When W. C. 1 ’. Breckeuridge was 
chosen to deliver an oration at tbe 
dedication of tlie Wood’s Fair Build- 
ings some Chicagoans ubjecied, as 
they had a perfect right to do, and 
the unholly Breckenridge became 
offended and relused to serve. In 
view of the developments of tbe last 
twelve months, the country is ready 
to say, Blesseii l>e those men of Chi- 
cago, who ousted Billy Breckenridge, 
aud saved the country the humilia- 
tion of lieing introduced to the Na- 
tions of tbe world by such a social aud 
moral leper. 

80 far, tbis-betore the-election- 
boasted Democratic Congress has 
been able to pass but one public meas- 
ure of National importance aud po- 
litical bearing — the Re(>eal of the 
Sherman Bill— and that could only 
be dune by the aid <f Republican 
votes.
